MATTER  OF  PERSONAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

Mid-semester  means  the  receiving  of  warning  by  those 
students  who  are  not  meeting  the  academic  standards  set 
by  their  professors. 

This  semester,  a  new  method  of  issuing  warnings  was 
instituted  at  FSC.  A  student  is  required  to  sign  his  warn- 
ings  in  the  presence  of  his  professor.  This  is  done  in  tripli- 
cate, one  copy  for  the  student,  one  for  the  college's  files, 
and  one  for  the  parents  or  guardian. 

Ideally,  the  system  includes  private  student-teacher  con- 
sultations during  which  the  student  should  feel  free  to  dis- 
cuss his  difficulties  with  the  professor.  It  is  through  the 
student's  initiative  and  the  professor's  interest  that  individual 
responsibility  is  developed. 

The  acquisition  of  a  sense  of  responsibility  is  a  basic 
aim  of  a  college  education.  This  basic  aim  is  being  defeated 
by  the  present  procedure  of  issuing  warning  cards.  To  be 
specific,  warning  cards  should  not  be  sent  to  parents  or  guar- 
dians. Such  a  process  is  too  elementary  to  be  conducted  in  a 
college.  If  one  is  to  learn  responsibility,  he  must  accept  his 
failures  and  seek  the  means  to  perform  on  a  higher  academic 
level. 

We  do  not  oppose  the  policy  of  giving  out  warning 
cards;  we  oppose  the  newly-established  procedure.  We  advo- 
cate that  warnings  be  put  in  the  student's  campus  mailbox 
and  that  additional  conference  hours  be  provided.

Westfield  State  College 
hosted  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  Student  Government 
Association  Conference  on 
Friday,  November  3.  During 
the  convention  FSC  delegates, 
SGA  President  Tom  Christen- 
sen  and  Junior  Representa- 
tives John  Wright  and  Linda 
Hansen,  noticed  that  the  stu- 
dents were  wearing  Bermudas 
and  slacks  to  class.  When 
asked  about  this,  the  students 
stated  that  they  had  a  lenient 
dress  code.  Why?  Frankly, the 
reason  is  not  yet  known.  How- 
ever, the  new  Massachusetts 
State  College  SGA  will  play 
an  active  role  in  discovering 
the  reasons  behind  the  forma- 
tion of  such  policies  and  will 
take  a  united  stand  to  im- 
prove regulations  on  the  state 
college  campuses.  Unfortunate- 
ly, in  the  past  the  Associa- 
tion's annual  conference  was 
only  a  sounding  board  for  dis- 
cussion. Now  there  is  the  pos- 
sibility of  concrete  action. 

The  first  move  for  action 
was  a  motion  by  Tom  Christ- 
ensen  that  the  Association  hold 
at  least  one  meeting  in  the 
fall  and  one  in  the  spring. 
These  meetings  will  facilitate 
communication  and  will  speed 
the  actions  on  the  resolutions 
coming  from  the  committees 
formed  at  this  conference.  A 
committee  of  SGA  presidents 
will  meet  at  Worcester  State 
College  with  a  committee  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  in- 
vestigate any  lack  of  acad- 
emic freedom  at  state  colleges. 
Some  topics  for  discussion  may 
include,  for  example,  the  right 
to  invite  controversial  speak- 
ers to  the  college  and  the  right 
to  write  critical  newspaper 
articles,  and  the  possibility  of 
instituting  more  lenient  cur- 
few and  dress  regulations.  A 
second  committee  will  meet 
at  Boston  State  College  to 
make  proposals  concerning  the 
lack  of  a  uniform  grading  sys- 
tem among  the  state  colleges, 
efforts  to  allow  liberal  arts 
majors  more  flexibility  in  se- 


lecting courses,  and  communi- 
cation problems  between  the 
student  body  and  the  trustees 
in  choosing  curriculum.  Reso- 
lutions will  be  drawn  up  and 
presented  at  the  spring  con- 
ference at  Fitchburg  State 
College. 

According  to  delegate  John 
Wright,  "This  conference 
showed  great  potential  in  the 
areas  of  student  and  faculty 
relationships  via  the  admin- 
istration. I'm  looking  for- 
ward to  more  progress  at  the 
spring   conference."

Editor  Cites  Problems  Of  FSC  Athletics 


The  soccer  and  cross  coun- 
try seasons  have  ended.  Both 
teams  fared  well  for  the  num- 
ber of  players  they  had  to  work 
with. 

The  cross  country  team 
needed  only  five  harriers  to 
compete  in  any  event.  In  their 
first  meet  this  year,  they  had 
only  four,  and  had  to  use  a 
student  who  had  not  even  been 
working  out  for  the  team.  At 
the  end  of  the  season,  the  team 
was  denied  a  post-season  tour-  i  caufe,s- 
nament  because  of  such  a  bad 
showing. 

Recently,  the  Men's  Intra- 
mural Board  held  a  cross  coun- 
try event  in  which  over  thirty 
men  participated.  Yet  one  won- 
ders if  any  of  these  thirty 
could  have  helped  the  varsity 
squad.  The  student  men- 
tioned above  also  ran  in  this 
event.  In  the  varsity  meet  he 
finished  next  to  the  last  — 
some  8  to  9  minutes  behind  the 
varsity's  best.  In  the  intramu- 
ral meet  he  finished  thirteenth 
- — some  three  minutes  off  the 
winning  pace.  With  a  little 
elementary  mathematics  and 
the  added  knowledge  that  the 
twelve  that  beat  our  man  were 
not  in  training,  one  can  see 
ttiat  -  the  varsity  team  could 
have  been  helped  greatly.

What  is  the  future  holding 
for  varsity  .athletics  at  FSC?

Now  that  I  have  stated  the 
issue,  we  must  have  an  an- 
swer. There  is  not  one  answer, 
nor  is  there  anyone  sure  of  the 
But  let  us  conjecture 
a  little  —  clubs,  coaches,  MIB. 
academics,  administration  and 
communication. 


Since  there  is  no  particular 
order  of  importance,  let  us 
look  at  each  one  in  the  order 
that  they  are  listed.  First  is 
men's  clubs.  It  is  commonly 
known  that  many  players  with 
superior  ability  played  for  the 
intramural  league  rather  than 
for  the  varsity.  The  predom- 
inating teams  in  the  league 
are  the  club  teams,  one  or  two 
freshman  teams,  and  one  inde- 
pendent team.  The  KV  sports 
staff  feels  that  playing  to 
please  one's  friends  or  to  in- 
sure victory  is  a  sign  of  gross 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  the 
player  as  well  as  the  individu- 
als that  urge  this  person  to  this 
supposed    glorified    end.       We

A 
much  more  important  issue  is 
that  coaches  do  not  know  their 
sport  well  enough  to  coach  a 
college  team.  This  problem,  I 
think,  we  have  experienced 
here.  This,  of  course,  is  a 
touchy  question,  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  my  personal  opinion. 
By  the  time  a  ballplayer  has 
reached  college,  he  knows  his 
sport  very  well  and  can  eas- 
ily see  through  a  coach  that 
does  not  belong.

Academics  is  a  sore  subject 
at  FSC,  and  since  this  sub- 
ject is  governed  by  the  admin- 
istration, I  will  try  to  incor- 
porate the  two  here.
